Missing  Asian  Woman's  Body  Found  in  Ca 


The  body  of  the  21 -year-old 
Roberta  Teresa  (Bibi)  Lee  was 
found  in  Oakland,  California, 
Sunday,  Dec.  9,  about  400  feet 
from  where  she  was  reported 
missing  about  five  weeks  ago, 
the  Boston  Globe  said.  (See  also 
Nov.  21,  SAMPAN,  P.  2) 

Her  partially  decomposed 
body  was  discovered  by  a 
search-dog  team  in  a  heavily 
wooded  area  of  the  Redwood 
Regional  Park,  where  Lee  was 
last  seen  jogging  with  her  two 
friends.  Lee  was  a  1982  graduate

He  told 
the  Globe  that  the  group  would 
continue  to  help  police  appre¬ 
hend  her  presumed  abductor.

“I  am  confident  that  the 
people  in  Chinatown  will  work 
something  out.  I  will  wait  for  a 
little  while  longer  for  more 
words  on  the  situation ,  ”  he  said . 
He  still  plans  to  reDort  to  the 
mayor  by  the  end  of  this  month 
and  announce  the  selected  com¬ 
munities  by  mid- January. 

Reactions  from  Groups 


Two  people  arranged  the  Dec. 
17  meeting,  Howard  Lee,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Asian  American 
Community  Committee,  and  A1 
Wong,  president  of  the  board  of 
the  South  Cove  Community 
Health  Center. 

“The  whole  thing  is  just 
trying  to  help.  Let’s  say  it’s  just 
a  good  friend  who  is  concerned 
about  Chinatown  as  a  whole.  We 
are  all  in  Massachusetts  My 
feeling  is  that  it’s  about  time 
that  we  act  as  a  unified  group,” 
Lee  said. 

Lee  conceded  that  there  were 
a  lot  of  different  opinions  in  the 
community,  but  the  important 
thing  was  to  find  a  common 
interest  and  reach  an  agreement 
on  this  issue. 

According  to  Lee,  all  groups 
who  have  a  legitimate  concern 
voice  about  the  well-being  of 
Chinatown  were  welcomed  to 
attend  the  meeting  held  at  the 
CCBA  conference  room  at  90 
Tyler  Street. 

Alex  Beldsoe,  director  of 
OCP,  referred  to  the  com¬ 
munity’s  effort  for  a  compromise 
as  “a  healthy  gesture.”  He  said 
he  will  wait  for  the  outcome  of 
the  meeting  before  his  office 
makes  the  final  recommendation 
to  the  mayor  as  to  which 
communities  will  go  first  with 
the  neighborhood  council. 

He  declined  to  speculate  on 
the  likelihood  of  Chinatown 
being  selected  as  the  first 
group,  but  he  said  the  chance  is 
very  high  if  the  community  can 
come  up  with  a  mutually  agreed 
plan. 

Meanwhile,  seven  other  com- 
.munities  were  also  contending 
for  the  same  four  to  five  spots  in 
the  pilot  program.  They  are 
North  End,  Roxbury,  Jamaica 
Plain,  South  End,  Charlestown, 
East  Boston  and  Roslingdale, 
according  to  Bledsoe. 


Among  the  groups  respond¬ 
ing  to  the  City  after  the  CCBA 
issued  the  statement  on  its 
position  was  the  Chinese  People 
Progressive  Association 
(CPPA). 

In  its  letter  to  the  mayor, 
CPPA  said  it  has  “the  responsi¬ 
bility  to  present  a  more  accurate 
picture  of  Chinatown.”  It  also 
questioned  CCBA’s  claim  of  the 
“universal  representation”  of 
the  Chinese  community. 

CPPA  seemed  especially  tak¬ 
en  aback  by  the  words  like 
“transient,  short-lived,  or  sin¬ 
gle-issue  organizations”  in  the 
CCBA  statement.  To  repudiate, 
CPPA  cited  its  history  of  work¬ 
ing  with  other  groups  in  resolv¬ 
ing  problems  such  as  Tufts 
expansion,  Bradford  Towers, 
tenants  right ,  and  its  initiative  in 
dialogues  With  ijcifaj  tn-to  PliiCfe 
and  Copley  Place  concerning 
employment  opportunities. 

CPPA  also  said  that  CCBA’s 
position  on  “China  politics’’ 
have  “alienate(d)  a  large  sector 
of  the  community.”  The  letter 
concluded  with  the  reaffirmation 
of  its  support  of  a  truly  repre¬ 
sentative  neighborhood  council. 

“We  feel  that  it’s  unfortunate 
that  they  (CCBA)  have  to  come 
out  that  way.  We  don’t  think 
any  one  organization  can  repre¬ 
sent  the  whole  spectrum  in  the

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Positive  Attitude  Key  to  Success:  Asian  Women

Maintaining  a  positive  atti¬ 
tude  toward  sexism  and  racism 
can  help  one  to  achieve  profes¬ 
sional  success.  This  was  one  of 
the  conclusions  in  a  seminar 
held  by  the  Asian  Women’s 
Professional  Group  at  Simmons 
College  recently. 

Bearing  the  theme  “Paths  to 
Success’’,  the  seminar  was 
featured  by  three  speakers  who 
shared  their  experiences  of 
achieving  career  success  and 
overcoming  barriers  of  racism 
and  sexism. 

Anne  Lih  Chung,  a  certified 
financial  manager  for  Merrill 
Lynch,  said  that  being  an  Asian 
women  has  not  been  a  problem; 
it  has  encouraged  her  to  work 
harder.  The  best  way  to  combat 


barriers,  she  said,  is  to  accent¬ 
uate  one’s  positive  assets. 

Sara  Ting,  an  account  execu¬ 
tive  of  WROR  Radio,  agreed  to 
the  idea  of  maintaining  a  posi¬ 
tive  attitude.  She  added  that  if 
people  allow  themselves  to  be 
labeled  under  smother  person’s 
definition,  they  can’t  make  it. 
One  must  adhere  to  her  personal 
definition  of  success,  which  is  to 
have  complete  control  over  one’s 
life,  she  said. 

Another  speaker,  Irene 
Wong,  a  personnel  manager  for 
CompuGraphics  Corporation, 
suggested  that  one  must  take 
advantage  of  the  opportunities 
given  to  Asian  women.  She  said 
that  being  Asian  has  the  advan¬ 
tage  and  opportunity  to  use  her 
visibility  to  make  a  name. 


All  the  three  speakers  stress¬ 
ed  the  importance  of  setting 
career  goals.  Chung  said  that 
only  your  unique  quality  puts 
your  foot  in  the  door.  No  one 
Wong  said,  will  bring  opportuni¬ 
ties  to  you,  except  by  yourself  to 
help  employers  to  identify  your 
qualifications.  Ting  suggested 
that  one  might  start  with  small 
successes  and  then  move  on. 

The  seminar  offered  a  ques¬ 
tion  and  answer  period  enabling 
participants  to  share  their  ex¬ 
periences.  One  participant  said 
that  the  seminar  was  very 
helpful  in  making  clear  the 
importance  of  planning  and 
setting  goals  for  the  future.

Lee  pointed  to  the  new  wave  of 
South  East  Asian  refugees  that 
have  settled  in  the  community, 
and  said  that  these  people  are 
not  used  to  the  old  structure  of 
Chinatown. 

Lee  saw  the  December  17 
meeting  as  a  positive  step.  “We 
want  to  have  an  open  dialogue 
with  CCBA.  We  hope  they  will 
agree  to  have  the  neighborhood 
council.  They  are  part  of  the 
community,  and  their  participa¬ 
tion  is  also  needed,”  she  added. 

Carol  Lee  of  the  Chinatown 
Housing  and  Land  Development 
Task  Force  said,  “In  general,  I 
don’t  like  some  of  the  things 
they  (CCBA)  said.  No  one  group 
can  represent  Chinatown  well. 
They  compare  themselves  to 
other  neighborhood  groups  and 
said  others  are  ‘transient,  short¬ 
lived’.  I  don’t  know  who  they 
referred  to,  but  I  feel  insulted 
that  they  said  that.” 

She  disagreed  that  CCBA 
represents  everyone  in  China¬ 
town,  because  if  by  definition 
every  Chinese  is  automatically  a 
member  of  CCBA,  then  a  large 
group  of  South  East  Asians  is. 
excluded  from  CCBA. 

Carol  Lee  felt  that  CCBA  did 
want  a  neighborhood  council, 
and  she  hoped  that  the  groups 
which  will  meet  again  on  this 
issue  can  clarify  each  other’s 
position,  and  begin  to  work  out 
preliminary  plans  on  the  selec¬ 
tion  of  council  members. 

Julian  Low,  of  the  Asian 
American  Resource  Workshop 
(AARW)  echoed  with  support.

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He  said  he  resented  the  tone  ot 
CCBA’s  statement,  and  the 
letter  misrepresented  CCBA  in 
terms  of  the  role  it  played  in  the 
community.  However,  he  did 
want  to  see  CCBA  participate  in 
the  formation  of  a  neighborhood 
council. 


Although  there  are  risks  in 
being  one  of  the  first  communi¬ 
ties  to  experiment  with  the 
neighborhood  council,  Low  said 
the  major  reason  AARW  still 
thinks  it’s  worthwhile  to  try  is 
the  urgent  need  for  the  com¬ 
munity  to  address  its  develop¬ 
ment  issues. 

“The  pluses  outweigh  the 
minuses.  If  we  got  control  of  who 
gets  appointed,  then  we  will 
have  more  say  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  issues,”  Low  said. 

Jane  Leung,  executive  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Boston  Chinese  YES, 
agreed  that  there  might  be  risks 
of  failure  in  joining  the  pilot 
program,  but,  she  said  that 
there  was  no  “magic  formula” 
to  success  even  if  the  community 
decided  to  join  a  year  later. 

Leung  said  she  would  feel 
honored  if  Chinatown  has  the 
“gumption”  to  become  the  first 
community  having  a  neighbor¬ 
hood  council  and  to  benefit  the 
entire  city  in  the  long  run. 

“I  can  understand  CCBA’s 
concern.  But  I  think  that  it’s  a 
good  time  for  all  of  us  to  work 
together...  It’s  not  ‘us’  against 
CCBA.  There’s  no  ‘us’.  It’s  just 
that  the  Chinese  community 
should  be  represented...  When 
you  work  in  the  community,  all 
your  action  should  be  to  benefit 
the  community,”  Leung  said. 

Chau-Ming  Lee,  executive 
director  of  the  Chinese  Ameri¬ 
can  Civic  Association  (CACA), 
pointed  to  a  phenomenon  in 
Chinatown. 

“It’s  a  chronic  problem.  Any 
time  when  there’s  an  issue 
concerning  Chinatown,  every¬ 
body  claims  to  be  the  spokes¬ 
person,  the  major  voice  of  the 
community,”  he  said. 

Different  groups  have  worked 
together  successfully  in  the 
negotiations  with  Tufts/New 
England  Medical  Center  over 
the  land  use,  but  unfortunately, 
according  to  Lee,  the  united 
front  disintegrated  soon  after¬ 
wards. 

He,  too,  questioned  the  val¬ 
idity  of  CCBA’s  claim  that  it 
represents  the  entire  communi¬ 
ty.  Admittedly,  CCBA  used  to 
represent  all  the  residents  of 
Chinatown,  but  in  the  last  couple 
of  decades,  a  number  of  social 
service  agencies  emerged  and 
they  have  problems  dealing  with 
the  structure  of  CCBA,  he  said. 

“Without  these  major  service 
providers  participating  in  the 
CCBA,  can  they  still  claim  to  be 
the  major  voice  in  Chinatown?” 
Lee  asked. 

Basically,  CACA  supports  the 
community  to  be  part  of  the  first 
group  to  set  up  a  neighborhood 
council,  Lee  said,  because  he  felt 
that  Chinatown,  a  compact  com¬ 
munity  loaded  with  all  sorts  of 
development  pressures,  is  a 
perfect  mechanism  for  the  City 
to  study  the  workability  of  a 
neighborhood  council. 

Both  Ruth  Moy,  executive 
director  of  the  Greater  Boston 
Golden  Age  Center,  and  Yuk 
Sung,  executive  director  of  the 
Chinese  Economic  Development 
Council,  said  that  they 
would  like  to  see  CCBA  lead  the 
neighborhood  council,  if  there  is 
one'  in  Chinatown. 


Breaking  Silence:  Asian  American  Poets

BREAKING  SILENCE:  An  An¬ 
thology  of  Contemporary  Asian 
American  Poets.  Edited  by 
Joseph  Bruchac.  Published  by 
Greenfield  Review  Press,

This  is  the  first  anthology 
devoted  solely  to  contemporary 
Asian  American  poetry.  As 
such,  it  is  highly  recommended 
but  also  something  that  can  be 
improved  upon.  Breaking  Si¬ 
lence,  the  title  taken  from  a 
poem  by  Janice  Mirikitani,  in¬ 
cludes  recognized  and  yet-to-be 
recognized  Asian  American  po¬ 
ets  across  the  U.S.A.  Fifty  poets 
are  presented  in  a  voluminous 
300  pages.  No  attempt  was  made 
by  the  editor  to  organize  the 
writing  in  any  thematic  way. 


What  we  get  is  an  eclectic 
assortment  of  varying  styles, 
poetic  approaches  and  a  span  of 
consciousness  and  perspectives 
that  shows  that  there  are  Asian 
American  poets  who  can  write 
about  different  things.  But  sure¬ 
ly  the  diversity  of  writing  and  the 
statements  made  by  Asian 
American  writers  is  not  the 
question.  Rather,  what  seems  to 
be  lacking  in  this  compilation  is  a 
sense  of  unity  and  cohesion 
about  Asian  American  poetry. 
We  would  have  hoped  that 
Breaking  Silence  could  be  more 
than  another  long  collection  of 
“voices.” 


future,  if  they  are  convinced  that 
the  idea  will  work. 

“It’s  no  doubt  it  (Neighbor¬ 
hood  council)  is  a  challenge  to 
CCBA’s  authority,  but  it’s  not 
our  only  concern.  We  are  con¬ 
cerned  about  how  the  City 
handles  this  issue  in  China¬ 
town,”  Chan  said. 

He  said  that  OCP  has  not 
delivered  its  promise  to  keep  all 
the  organizations  informed 
about  the  latest  development  of 
the  neighborhood  council  and  to 
give  advance  notice  to  any 
neighborhood  meetings. 

According  to  Chan,  CCBA  did 
not  hear  from  OCP  about  a  pilot 
program  until  some  CCBA  mem¬ 
bers  read  it  in  some  newspaper. 
And,  after  CCBA  requested  a 
draft  of  the  proposed  council 
responsibilities,  it  did  not  re¬ 
ceive  one  from  OCP  until  three 
days  prior  to  the  second  neigh¬ 
borhood  meeting  on  November 
8. 


The  introduction,  at  best,  is 
weak,  and  offers  little  analysis  or 
discussion  of  what  makes  for 
Asian  American  writing,  its 
historical  traditions  and  prece¬ 
dent,  and  its  direction  and 
relationship  to  the  struggles  of 
Asian  people  in  America. 

The  anthology  also  tends  to 
place  emphasis  on  academic 
writers,  those  with  credentials 
conferred  by  writing  awards, 
degrees  or  English  department 
teaching  positions.  Less  em¬ 
phasis  seems  to  be  the  com¬ 
munity,  its  activists  and  poetry 
emerging  from  the  struggles  of 
Asian  American  peoples  in  the 
past  or  today. 

The  writing  anthologized  here 
is  not  all  that  new.  Many  of  the 
poems  have  appeared  before  in 
other  publications.  We  would 
have  like  to  have  seen  more  new 
voices,  especially  younger  poets 
from  community  backgrounds 
—  those  of  our  people  less  likely 
to  appear  in  white  mainstream 
or  the  white  coteries  of  small 
press  poetry  and  literary  jour¬ 
nals,  the  community  poets, 
street  lyricists,  the  community

And 
some  of  these  writers  may  not 
write  in  English  either!  Unfor¬ 
tunately,  some  of  the  more- 
established  and  the  so-called 
up-and-coming  writers  reveal 
more  their  isolation  from  the 
struggles  and  lives  of  the  vast 
majority  of  Asian  American 
peoples  in  the  communities  and 
work-places.  Where  are  the 
poems  for  the  great  events  of 
Asian  America  today:  the  heroic 
fight  of  Choi  Soo  Lee?  The 
20,000  Chinese  women  who 
went  out  fighting  for  a  better 
union  contract  in  New  York  City? 
The  Redress  and  Reparations 
Movement  that  has  stirred  such 
deep  feelings  and  outpourings 
from  the  Japanese  Americans? 
And  there  is  so  much  more 
inspiration  from  our  people’s 
movements,  which  should  be  the 
source  of  Asian  American  song, 
story  or  poetry.  - 
The  ostensible  and  alleged 
“silence”  of  Asian  American  is 
only  superficially  apparent  and 
symptomatic  of  a  small,  alien¬ 
ated  middle  class.  The  bulk  of 
Asian  American  literary  tradi¬ 
tion  has  been  fiercely  outspoken 
and  passionate  (albeit  in  part  not 
in  English):  The  Angel  Island 
poems  (Which  some  like  to  cite 
but  don’t  grasp  its  significance) , 
the  Chinese  American  folksongs 
of  the  early  20th  Century,  the 
great  Chinatown  literary  move¬ 
ments  of  the  1930s  and  the 
1940s,  the  poetry  from  the 
concentration  camps,  the  Asian 
movement  of  the  late  '60s  or 


early  '70s,  and  today.  Oppres¬ 
sion  has  forced  upon  whatever 
silence  there  has  been.  Today’s 
Asian  American  poets,  whether 
they  be  from  suburban  or 
community  backgrounds,  need 
to  recognize  this  fact  of  Asian 
Ameican  historical  reality  and 
further  devote  their  voices  or 
writing  to  breaking  that  kind  of 
silence.

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Book  Review

Two  Years  in  the  Melting  Pot;. 
By  LIU  Zongren.  Published  by 
China  Books  and  Periodicals, 
Inc.,  September  1,  1984.  pp. 
205.  $14.95  cloth.  $8.95  paper. 

Chinese  journalist  Liu 
Zongren  has  written  an  honest, 
sometimes  humorous  account  of 
his  day-to-day  experiences  dur¬ 
ing  his  two  years  as  an  exchange 
scholar  in  the  United  States.  His 
experiences,  although  not  alto¬ 
gether  out  of  the  ordinary,  are 
interesting  and  thought  pro¬ 
voking. 

A  self-taught  scholar  who 
never  completed  high  school, 
began  as  a  proofreader,  and 
eventually  after  years  of  strug¬ 
gle,  personal  devotion  and  dedi¬ 
cation,  he  was  awarded  a  posi¬ 
tion  at  China  Reconstructs,  a 
magazine  published  in  six  differ¬ 
ent  languages.  In  May  1980,  Liu 
was  chosen  to  study  abroad  for 
two  years,  sponsored  by  the 
Ministry  of  Education.  His  deci¬ 
sion  to  leave  his  wife  and  son,  a 
good  job  and  familiar  surround¬ 
ings  was  a  difficult  choice  to 
make.  However,  the  challenge, 
as  well  as  his  ambition  to  learn 
and  improve  his  skills  as  a 
writer,  enabled  Liu  to  set  forth  to 
the  United  States  for  two  long, 
lonelv  vears. 

Two  Years  in  the  Melting  Pot 


America  in  the  Eyes  of  a  Chinese  Journalist 


is  written  simply,  but  with 
plenty  of  forethought,  delibera¬ 
tion  and  journalistic  organiza¬ 
tion.  The  reader  sympathizes 
with  Liu,  who.  time  and  again 
found  his  background  insuffi¬ 
cient  to  deal  with  his  present 
surroundings.  Although  he 
spent  his  two-year  visit  living  in 
Chicago,  he  managed  to  meet  a 
variety  of  people  and  sample  a 
cross-cultural  diversity  of  the 
American  scene,  including 
racism  and  segregation  within 
the  ghettos  of  Chicago,  a  blues 
concert,  the  Knoxville  Worlds 
Fair  and  Missouri  farm  life. 

Throughout  the  book,  Liu 
experienced  admiration,  sur¬ 
prise,  embarrassment  and  even 
disappointment  with  each  new 
discovery  of  the  U.S.  and  its 
people.  While  he  was  in  awe  ol 
the  abundance  of  open  space 
and  American  wealth,  he  was 
similarly  shocked  with  American 
extravagance.  Liu  frequently 
cited  examples  American  frivoli¬ 
ty  which  might  otherwise  go 
unnoticed  by  those  around  him 
because  it  was  such  an  in¬ 
digenous  aspect  of  American 
life.  At  one  point,  he  observed 
that  while  his  American  friends 
spent  hundreds,  sometimes 
thousands  of  dollars  each  year 
on  exercise  and  recreation,  they 
insisted  on  using  their  cars  to 
travel  distances  of  only  a  few 
blocks. 

It  is  interesting  to  view 
American  life  through  the  eyes 


of  a  man  from  a  place  foreign  to 
American  ways.  Liu  discovered 
a  weekend  in  the  country  where 
he  slept  in  a  log  cabin  with  “all 
the  comforts  of  the  city”  such  as 
hot  water,  food  processor  and 
electric  can  opener.  He  marvel¬ 
ed  at  the  technical  skill  and 
shrewdness  of  American  high¬ 
way  designers  and  engineers, 
and  openly  admired  the  con¬ 
venience  of  American  super¬ 
markets,  where  everything  is 
neatly  packaged  and  priced. 
Even  eggs,  which  are  extremely 
scarce  in  China,  are  convenient¬ 
ly  stored  in  “plastic  boxes  —  a 
dozen  in  each.”  For  a  time  Liu 
contemplated  surprising  his 
wife  with  an  American  refrigera¬ 
tor.  However,  he  concluded  that 
the  purchase  of  a  refrigerator 
would  only  serve  to  complicate 
an  otherwise  simple  day-to-day 


existance. 

Nevertheless,  Liu  was  not 
immune  to  all  American  con¬ 
veniences.  On  his  return  to 
China  he  brought  with  him  a  TV 
set,  a  stereo,  and  a  typewriter. 
In  Liu’s  opinion,  Chinese  and 
Americans  are  “really  only 
living  the  same  cycle  of  life, 
except  on  a  higher  economic 
rung  of  the  ladder.  We  shared 
the  same  fundamental  needs: 
family,  friends,  a  familiar  cul¬ 
ture.” 

Two  years  is  not  enough  time 
to  come  to  a  true  understanding 
of  America,  yet  Liu’s  two-year 
living  and  studying  in  the  United 
States  did  not  go  to  waste.  He 
managed  to  write  a  realistic, 
perceptive  account  of  the  cour¬ 
age,  accomplishments,  as  well 
as  the  tribulations  of  one  ordin¬ 
ary  person  far  away  from  home. 


While  Liu  admires  Americans 
for  their  independance  and  their 
economic  achievements,  in 
many  ways  life  in  America  is  far 
too  complex  in  comparison  to  the 
Chinese  traditional  view  of  life. 
He  realizes  that  returning  to 
China  is  more  than  simply  going 
home.  He  is  returning  to  the  life 
he  was  born  into,  surroundings 
and  environment  which  are 
familiar,  people  with  whom  he 
shares  a  common  culture,  and  a 
common  bond.  Liu  writes,  “As 
one  Chinese  saying  goes,  all 
water'  returns  to  the  sea;  all 
leaves  go  back  to  their  roots.  My 
roots  were  in  China,  in  Beijing, 
in  my  family.  It  was  time  I  went 
home.”
